Cone Magie, "Cone's Comments" Lonoke Democrat, Thursday 
August 21, 1969. 

" A Bible which was printed in Philadelphia in 1806 was ex- 
hibited during the observance of the Lonoke Baptist Centennial 
over the weekend. 

The flypiece of the Bible contained the information that it 
had been printed in Philadelphia by W. W. Woodward, whose office 
was at the corner of Second and Chestnut Streets. 

It formerly belonged to JOSEPH EAGLE, who was the grandfather 
of_ARKANSAS GOVERNOR JAMES P. EAGLE. The small thick Bible is 
approximately 23 inches deep, five inches long and 23 inches in 
width. JOSEPH EAGLE, whose birth is recorded as Oct. 19, 1789, 
apparently acquired the Bible in 1812. The birth of JAMES EACLE 
(father of the GOVERNOR EAGLE), is recorded as May 14, 1813. 

The Bible is set in about five point type, considerably 
smaller than the type being read here. No linetypes existed at 
the time the Bible was printed and so each letter was picked up 
by hand and formed into words, which made the sentences of the 
Bible--a time consuming, tedious method, but the only known kind 
during the period in which it was printed. 

The Bible was found by Mrs. Wayne Smith of Lonoke in an 
older constructed home which she and her husband recently pur- 
chased on Third Street. Mrs. Smith gave it to the Baptists since 
they were observing their Centennial and since some of the 
EAGLES were charter members of the church. 

Rev. Roy Cook, pastor of the church, said he was pleased with 
the gift for the church. He said EDWARD WHEAT, was particularly 
interested in the information about the various births as it 
substantiated a family tree he was working on. 

Reverend Cook said the Bible attracted considerable atten- 
tion during the Centennial. He noted that the book would be 
preserved in some manner and kept for future generations."

brother of the late GOVERNOR JAMES P. EAGLE, whose death occured 
within two blocks of the same home of W. H. Eagle, Dec 20, 1904. 
Col. Eagle, was a wealthy planter but had always taken an in- 
terest in politics and represented Lonoke county in the legis- 
lature of 1897. 

W. H. Eagle was born in Tennessee, April 5, 1835, and ina 
few weeks would therefore, have been 70 years old. He was the 
son of James and Charity (Swaim) Eagle, pioneers of Lonoke 
county, where they settled in 1839. HIS PATERNAL AND MATERNAL 
GRANDFATHERS WERE SOLDIERS IN THE REVOLUTIONARY WAR. 

W. H. was the eldest in the family of ten children. He 
remained with his father until he attained his majority, when 
he began farming on a small scale and by close application be- 
came the wealthiest citizen of the county. At the close of the 
war, his taxes were $3, and now it is said they are nearly 
$2,000 a year. In 1871 he became a merchant of Lonoke. He married 
Miss Malinda Robinson, February 18, 1857, leaving nine children. 
In 1884, he married.... (rest of clipping covered up and erased). 

The funeral will be held tomorrow although the hour has not 
yet been announced. The interment will be in the family burial 

lot at Lonoke on Wednesday. 

Col. Eagle was twice married and was the father of eighteen 
children, nine of whom, with Mrs. Eagle were at the bedside 
when the final summons came. He formerly resided in Lonoke and 
removed to Little Rock in 1900. 

For several weeks previous to the death of Governor Eagle, 
Col. Eagle, wasseriously ill, and Governor Eagle waited upon him 
until he was himself taken ill, death resulting soon after, Col., 
Eagle soon began to improve and in a few weeks was again able to 
be out upon the street, announcing that he was feeling all right 
and was good for several more years. He resumed the active 
supervision of his extensive plantation interests in Lonoke 
County, and the week before his last illness he was in Lonoke, 
and only a few days before was at England. On Thursday March 1, 
he was stricken with pneumonia and rapidly became worse. A 
week ago it was realized by his family that he would never 
recover from the illness which was gradually sapping his vitality.

Patrick Henry Wheat Sr. was an early settler on 
Mt. Nebo, near Dardanelle, Arkansas. He was one of the early 
land owners. That was around the year of 1900, today is 1983. 
Generations of this family still come to the mountain to enjoy 
its vast beauty. It seemed only fitting that I include this 
lovely mountain in our Wheat Genealogy. 

I am copying several articles that I have found that 
contain important information about this beautiful mountain. 


Margaret Ross, edited this article. A Description of 
Nebo in a Pamphlet of 1887, Chronicles of Arkansas. (Reprinted 
on Wednesday, May 20, 1959, as the 146th Chronicles of 
Arkansas. ) 

Soon after the end of the Reconstruction period in Ark- 
ansas, several summer resorts were developed at various places 
in the state. One of the most popular of these was Mt. Nebo. 

The following description of Mt. Nebo as it appeared in 
1887 is taken from a pamphlet, "“Hand-Book of the Arkansas 
River Valley in Arkansas,: published at Chicago by the C: S. 
Burch Publishing Company. The pamphlet was widely distributed 

_by the Little Rock and Fort Smith Railway, for the purpose of 
attracting new settlers to the lands for sale by the railroad. 

This beautiful and pleasant summer resort is situated on 
the Magazine Mountain six miles west of Dardanelle, at an 
altitude west of Dardanelle, at an altitude of fourteen hundred 
and seventy feet above the Dardanelle Valley, and as a natural 
summer resort has no superior on this continent, between the 
Blue Ridge and the Rocky Mountains. 

Mebo Mountain has no connection with any other mountain; 
it does not look like other mountains, it is simply a lofty, 
grand and sublime elevation which at a distance has the appearance 
from every point of the compass, of a huge ethereal dome, which 
gradually slopes from its base to its summit. 

Upon the top there are about one thousand acres of level 
land, finely timbered and tillable and abounding with numberless 
clear bold, chalybeate springs of cold water. Soft water is 
had in great quantity at almost any point on the summit by 
digging or boring ten or twenty feet. 

It has only been five or six years since Mt. Nebo, began to 
attract attention as a summer resort. It is now a handsome 
village above the clouds, with a commodious and comfortable 
hotel owned and controlled by Mr. P, G. Blevins, an elegant 
gentleman who never loses an opportunity to make his guests 
feel at home and altogether comfortable. 

Workmen now have the contracts, and are putting the 
material on the ground for the erection of fifteen or twenty 
new cottages, to be occupied the present summer--many of the 
springs have been substantially and handsomely improved for 
the convenience and comfort of visitors. 
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Mt. Nebo, 
Continued: 


Capt. Joseph Evans, of Dardanelle, has erected a beauti- 
Tul and comfortable summer residence on the summit and has a 
farm of forty acres in apples, peaches, pears, cherries, 
strawberries, raspberries and etc, and has the best, largest, 
and most profitable vineyard in the county. 

This mountain seems to be peculiarly the home of the apple, 
the berries, and especially the grape. Capt. Evans has tried 
many varieties of the grape with satisfactory results. 


The apples raised on his fruit farm took the premium over 
the Benton and Washington County apples, last year at the Ft. 
Smith fair. The soil on this mountain produces all kinds of 
vegetables of superior quality. 

A beautiful drive is laid off on the level lands on top 
and bordering the precipice all around, which will soon be 
extended to the first bench from the top around the mountain, 

a distance of about six miles. 

Mt. Nebo has telephone connection with Dardanelle, and a 
daily mail. The road from Dardanelle to Mt. Nebo is macadamized 
and is in itself a pleasant drive. A line of coaches makes 
close connection with the Dardanelle and Russelville railroad. 

The beauty, grandeur and sublimity of the scenery at Mt. 
Nebo, beggars description; it is in everchanging panaramic 
view. 

From any and all points of this stupendous wonder, the 
eye of the visitor never tires. 

There are neither dews nor fogs at Mt. Nebo. The purity 
and medicinal virtue of the waters, the delightful temperature 
and the cool, bracing breezes are unexcelled and serve to make 
it a charming place to sojourn during the summer. 

Persons who are aflicted with asthma, dyspepsia, malarial 
disorders, or general debility, can be permanently cured in 
one season, and those who are suffering from debility or 
exhaustion on account of over-taxed mental or physical labor 
will be restored to their usual strength and vitality in thirty 
days. 

The pure chalybeate waters, the cool, bracing atmosphere, 
combined with the magnificent scenery have an invigorating 
influence, purify the blood, give a sound, healthy appetite, 
build up the system and restore general good health. 

The social features of Mt. Nebo society are of the most 
pleasant and genial character, and the visitor can but feel at 
home; whether the stay is or long or short duration, it can but 
be reguarded as a continuous May day pic-nic--a continued season 
of undisturbed pleasure.

The First Log Cabin 

Many years before the Civil War Colonel Sam Dickens, 
originally from Virginia, came to Arkansas. He bought many 
acres of land, built his home on the banks of the Arkansas 
River at Dardanelle. With his slaves he built the first log 
house on the mountain near the "Dicken’s" Spring. No road led 
to the mountain at that time and the lumber used for the floors 
was brought up the mountain trail by yokes of oxen. At first 
the mountain was all frontier, a mere strip of woods stretched 
precariously upon the edge of the wilds. The crack of the whip 
and the song of the teamster were characteristic notes in the air. 

After the Civil War, Mr. and Mrs. Louis C. White, of Darda- 
nelle, built the first home on the mountain. It was a rudely 
constructed log house located approximately 300 feet below the 
summit of the mountain, on a bench that is a perfect terrace 
extending the completecircumference of the peak and being four 
miles in length. It was a common supposition for many years 
that the "bench" was cooler than the summit on account of the 
dense shade. Mrs. White named the mountain"Nebo" after the 
mountain--Moab of the range Abrium over against Jerico. It was 
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from there that Moses had a view of the promised land. 

Typical of early pioneer women, Mrs. White had a few fears 
of the wild woods, inhabited with wilder animals, surrounding 
her home. The panther was the most dreaded and hated of all 
the wild and dangerous animals which surrounded them. One night, 
as the story goes, she was alone with her small children, one 
being a tiny infant. Near dusk she heard that terrible squall 
in the thickets, res, resembling somewhat the out-cry of a 
woman in distress. It was a frightful scream dying away ina 
gurgling sound, and then beginning again, each time a little 
nearer. She tucked her babies away and built a huge bonfire 
directly in front of the cabin door. It is said that panthers 
locate babies by scenting the milk from the mother's breast, 
and they have been known to steal into a house and make away 
with the baby, out of a sleeping mother's arms. All night long 
Mrs. White kept vigil. Afterward she said, "she would rather 
not talk of the event." 

Later other families moved to the mountain, camped, built 
homes and deemed it certain that their children would live 
there after them. 

In the year 1887 Captain Joseph Evans owned a jarge tract 
of land on the mountain. He built a home, cleared and planted 
40 acres in an orchard, which was highly proflifc. He induced 
capitilists of Little Rock and Memphis to form an improvement 
district on the summit of the mountain....and at this time 
Mt. Nebo started her "boom." Among the Little Rock families 
who purchased lots and built homes are the following: Judge 
U. M. Rose, now owned by Mr. and Mrs. R. C. Cunningham, of 
Arkandelphia, and known as the "Lodge"; C. A. Pratt, W. P. 
Dortch, W. B. Worthen, Ashley Cockrell, and 
PAT WHEAT, OF LONOKE, ..... 

The WHEAT FAMILY OF LONOKE, have lived on the mountain 
each summer for the past forty years. The view from their home, 
which is located on the bluff of the summit, is glorious. The 
Arkansas river lies in the distance like an avenue of silver, 
between two limitless expansions of varacolored fields, tra- 
versed by lines of tiny roads, dotted here and there with white- 
walled buildings which in the distance look like childrens 
playthings scattered on a Persian rug. If one can be alone at 
such a time and have an opportunity to think quitely, he can 
easily imagine himself contemplating the world from another 
sphere and hence can fancy how earth must look to those remem- 
bered from all its sordid cares and petty intrigues. For at 
that elevation the towns have dwindled into ant hills and human 
beings rushing to and fro, in them--if visible at all--appear 
like tiny insects and their ambitions, quarrels, loves and 
hates seem hardly more important than the vibrations of a gnats 
wings, compared with the sublime ideas of TIME, SPACE, CREATOR, 
AND ETERNITY. 
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From steamboat, to railroad, to the “longest pontoon bridge 
in the world," to a railroad from Dardanelle to Ola, in 1907, 
trom sand and mud to paved streets, and then to .a long-dreamed of 
Free Bridge across the Arkansas river, completed in 1929.

Preceding the historical events, the story of the "Mount 
of Transfiguration," was told and comparisons made between the 
characteristics of those witnessing that supernatural occurance 
and the individuals who summer on the mountain. 


OUR MOUNTAIN TOP EXPERIENCE 


We come to our own mountain top experiences. Let us 
quickly turn the pages of history and glimpse our Mount Nebo, 
as it appeared more than a century ago. I have done whis 
research and reporting my findings because Bobby Keenan made the 
Suggestion several weeks ago. We are not interested in the 
geological aspect of the mountain. It is enough for us to think 
that it is one of God's creations. Japanese mythology has it 
that two divine beings dipped a celestial spear into the primodial- 
brine, then shook off the pearly drops to form the islands of 
what is now Japan. I like to think that God sent out the Angel 
of Beauty, so place beauty spots upon the face of His world and 
that Mount Nebo is one of the prettiest of all spots. The 
alluvial soil surrounding the peak which rises abruptly and 
towers to a height of approximately 1,900 feet is truly a 
"Promised Land." It has yielded much in the past and promises 
much in the future. Like the Promised Land viewed by Moses from 
the mountain. It has never been completely conquered. Our 
highest hope of possessing this “Promised Land" is the Dardanelle 
Dam, which we trust will soon become a reality. (Which now it has). 
What does our Mount Nebo offer to summer residents and to 

the campers? The answer may be found in these lines: 

The campers pitching camp 

Upon this lofty mountain top. 

May look across the blue 

And wonder where the beauties stop. 

When they commune with nature 

They forget that hate abides. 

Forget the world of evil-- 

See the goodness that God provides. 
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Their heavy cares fade quickly. 

They're like smiling lads again. 

A camping trip's a tonic 

For the weary souls of men. 

For generations Mount Nebo has offered a 
retreat for men and women weary in body and 
soul. Time spen on the mountain lingers in 
their memories. They recall the feeling of 
serenity and contentment they once knew and 
say with a poet. 


"Yes, those were riches so very close to me, 
Wealth that will live eternally, 

Said contenment wasn't odd, 

Up there I felt very near to God." 

We who still enjoy the blessings of the 
mountain say: 

Upon this mountain towering high, 

Into space of clouds and sky; 

Serve free to rest or free to roam. 

Blessed are we who call NEBO home. 

My information was gleaned from old copies of the Arkansas 
Democrat, Arkansas Gazette, Dardanelle Post Dispatch, The 
Arkansas Centennial Publication and the Parks Commission: also 
from the WHEATS, Mosleys, Uptons, Cornwells, Hunts and others. 
who have spent many years on the mountain or in its shadow. 
They opened their gates of memory permitting the past to 
pass in review. 

Long before preventive shots were discovered the popular 
panacea was the curative powers of mineral charged waters. 
Because of this the great resort era came into being and Mount 
Nebo had its birth as resort. 

Twenty years before the Civil War and Arkansas newspaper 
carried an advertisement that the Dardanelle Springs resort was 
open for the season. The springs had been discovered two years 
earlier and had been recommended by doctors for iron, white and 
black sulphur water which would dispel malaria, and diseases 
prevalent in the lowlands. 

The late Judge Marcellus Davis described the settlement that 
existed on the Bench in 1850. At least a dozen cabins were 
built around the springs. Everything except the springs was 
destroyed during the war. In 1870 several....on the Bench. 
However, years before the war a Col. Sam Dickens came from 
Virginia and built a home on the Arkansas River. He and his 
slaves built the first home on the mountain. He discovered 
Dickens Springs. These still bear his name. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lewis White built the first house on the 
mountain following the Civil War, a crude structure built of 
logs on the Bench. She is reported to have been a writer and a 
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dreamer. One reminder of her life on Nebo is a large rock 
which resembles a tombstone. It stands near the Bench road 
between the old road and the new road leading to to the top of 
the mountain. Mrs. White, a paternal aunt of Charles Hunt, 
expressed the wish that the rock be used as a marker for her 
grave. She was buried in the Dardanelle Cemetery. For some 
reason her wish was not granted. The stone remains where she 
found it because Mrs. George Upton asked the C. C. C. men who 
were building the road to let it stand as a landmark. Mrs. 
White often experienced creepy feelings when she heard the 
wolves ominously close or when panthers and bobcats screamed 
near the cabin. She heard many frightening sounds but she 

also heard the delightful songs of the birds, both the native 
birds and those with migratory habits. Seeing in this mountain's 
grandeur similarity to Mount Nebo of the Bible, she bestowed on 
it the name of Mount Nebo. 

Captain Joe Evins purchased much of the land on the summit 
of the mountain. With a long range vision would be "second to 
no watering place in the South." This is was destined to be- 
come. In 1887 he built a large summer home, then cleared and 
planted forty acres in an orchard. It seems that a grant was 
given to some Northern Capitalists who tried fruit growing. I 
was neither able to connect nor separate these two ventures. 

Mr. Evins, interested several business men in a building project 
and the boom mushroomed. Among the first to buy building sites, 
were family names like Rose, Steele, Worthen, Thompson, Bohlinger, 
Dortch and WHEATS. These became the "FIRST FAMILIES OF MOUNT 
NEBO." 

Nebo’s formation resembles a bride's cake. Many did not 
prefer the top layer and chose the lower layer known as the Bench. 
They preferred being near the several springs. Twenty-Five 
Cottages and the Blevin’s Hotel formed this éarly resort. 
However, the greatest development was on tie summit, where the 
Social life centered around the Summit Hotel which with its 
three stories and 100 rooms could accomodate 300 guests. There 
were separate buildings for the laundry, bakery, kitchen and 
store rooms. Apartments called "the Ordinary" were occupied by 
the children and their nurse maids. One wing of the hotel was 
used for the grand ball room. Another building with two stories 
housed the recreation rooms, Post Office, doctor's office and 
telephone exchange. The band members who furnished music for 
the dinners and dancing Slept and practiced upstairs in this 
building. Water was furnished by two wells and springs. 

On the Bench was a lake. From this, ice was taken during 
the winter to supply the resort the following summer. The 
grand opening of the hotel was June 15, 1889. The manager 
advertised in the Arkansas Gazette, "Six miles of good stage 
coach road, unparalleled scenery, finest water to be found. 
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Hotel rates $35 and $40 dollars a month with special rates for 
families." The management's Slogan was "Pleasure is our 
industry." Riding horses and Carriages were for the grownups 
and donkeys for the children. The new "sensation wheels" 
(bicycles) were so numerous that they were hazards along the 
driveways. Arkansas, (then called Arkansavers) did not have to 
go to New Orleans or Atlanta to enjoy Southern Society in its 
most coloring form. For 30 years, pleasure seeking folk found 
it at the Summit Hotel. Then the hotel was destroyed by fire. 
This started the resort's decline. 

During Nebo's hey-day, there were the Normal Hotel used 
for a Normal School, a small building used for Sunday School 
and worship and a little school building where the children 
attended summer school. 

The late W. P. Dortch told of traveling from his home at 
Scott, Arkansas to the mountain. It took two days to make the 
trip. They rode the train to Little Rock, another train to 
Russellville, "then the "Dinky" to Dardanelle then across the 
Arkansas River on the longest pontoon bridge in the world. A 
three seated hack carried the family to the foot of the mountain, 
where four more horses were hitched to the back which carried 
them to the summit. Mr. Dortch wrote, "My mother crossed the 
Atlantic 17 times, visiting almost all foreign countries where 
tourists go. One evening, I took her to Nebo's Sunset Point, 
There happened to be one of those magnificent sky pictures. 

She said that neither in Switzerland nor the far countries of 
the North had she seen anything that would compare to this." 

Before Nebo's decline there were about 50 houses on the 
Bench and quite a number on the top of the mountain. The develop- 
ment company dissolved and property began to change hands. 
There was little interest in the mountain for several years 
prior to 1927, when it became a State Park. The CC Camp came 
in 1933. About 200 men spent two years building cabins, roads, 
trails and the Pavilion. They were withdrawn and Nebo's popu- 
larity again suffered, Many of the houses might have been 
described in the song,"This Old House." With the coming of 
electricity in 1948, a new interest was born. 

Nebo is steeped in history, and fourth generations are 
enjoying the mountain.... 

W. E. Wheat, points out that Six generations of his family have 
lived on the mountain.

Gone are the fine Hotel and the Pontoon Bridge of which 
Thomas Cox, A. B. Cox? grandfather was a chief stock-holder, 
Gone is the board walk which rimmed the mountain's edge from 
about where the Pavillion Stands to Sunset Point, a walk where 
Southern belles prominaded, attended by their gallant beaux. 
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No longer do from 300 to 500 persons gather at sunset to see the 
beauty to which no artist can do justice. Gone are the days 
when dozens witnessed the sun come creeping over the Eastern 
horizon. We hear that there is another small mountain South- 

st of us. Some call it "Petit Jean". But if you cannot 
member its name just call it, “Rockefeller Ridge." I think it 
s Mrs. Fred Smith who told Wintrop Rockefeller that we on 

Nebo look down upon his mountain each morning at sunrise. Yes, 
gone are many of the things once associated with Mount Nebo, but 
all things that nature has given remain unchanged. We still 
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have the sunsets, the sunrises, the star sprinkleld skies and the 


same refreshing breeze. We have the same moon, that gives the 
Arkansas River the appearance of a silver ribbon as it winds its 
way through our "Promise Land." We, ant the younger group are 
guardians of what Nebo has to offer. I have stood on the board 
walk in Asbury Park, N. Y. and gazed reverently at the moon- 
beans dancing on the waves of the Atlantic. I have beheld the 
last rays of the sun from the Empire State building in New York 
and I have gazed at the moon moving over one of the Great Lakes 
but none of these appeared as beautiful and inspiring as many 
of our sunsets, seen from Mount Nebo's Sunset Point. My moun- 
tain top experience may be expressed in these words. 

"There is beauty, there is grandeur 

Shining in the "Golden West" 

While I pause alone in silence 

Knowing that the world's been blest. 

There is crimson, there is purple, 

Light blue, orchid pink and gold; 

Colors that the Master Artist 

In such splendor can unfold. 

This is seen from Nebo mountain 

As the Autumn sun sinks low. 

Followed by the changing colors 

Of the evening's afterglow. 

Then so quietly comes the darkness, 

One by one the stars appear. 

Somehow I can feel God's presence 

And I know that He is near. 

Our 1958 Mountain experience is drawing to a close. In 
conclusion let us close our eyes and visualize this pavillion, 
a central point from which roads reach in all directions, 
leading to out respective homes, while Mrs. Charles Hunt, 
accompanied at the organ by her daughter, Rebecca, invokes a 
blessing upon each of our homes as she sings, "Bless This House.

I do not know what company or 
regiment he belonged to. I do not know the names of any of his 
commanding officers. He had no military aspirations. He had 
no special regard for men who bore military titles, but he was 
@ patriot, every inch of him. He lived several years after the 
first pension act was passed by congress. Pension agents came 
more than once, and tried to get him to let them get his pension 
Tor him, and he refused. I have heard him tell them: "I did 
not serve my country for money, and I do not want any money for 
my services." His pension was never paid because he would never 
consent to receive it. He was a quiet, unobstrusive man, kind- 
hearted and popular. I never heard him speakharshly of anybody. 
He read a great deal, was well informed, had good judgment, was 
an original thinker, had his own opinions and did not hesitate 
to express them. He was a thrifty man and left a good estate 
which was divided among his children." 

During the latter years of his life he resided with his 
youngest daughter, Nancy (Walton) Brown, and died there July 
24, 1837, aged eighty-seven years and ten months. He was a

Mr. Woodson, states that, "After his third marriage, Mr. 
Walton continued his business in Cartersville for some years, 
and accumulated a comfortable fortune. He then retired to his 
James River plantation some six or seven miles west of Carters- 
ville. Here he erected on Willis' Creek, what was then con- 
sidered, a large flouring mill, which for more than half a 
century was known as "Walton's Mill." Since then it has changed 
hands several times and is now called "Flanigen's Mill." (Page 312) 

According to Mr. Woodson, Mr. Walton's residence here was 
called "Pleasant Grove" and was built on a hill overlooking the 
valley of Willis' Creek and the “low grounds" of James River. 

On one occasion, after his wheat had been cut and shocked in 

the low grounds, there came one of those "freshets" so much 
dreaded in that section, and carried away his entire crop, 
fences and everything that happened to be in its course. Many 
of his negroes, begged for leave to rescue the property, or at 
least, to make an effort to do so, but he refused to permit them 
to go near the rushing torrent, lest they, too, should be swept 
away. In plain view of what he considered this providential 
visitation, he sat on his veranda calmly smoking his pipe and 
never uttered one rebellious word of complaint, so great was his 
faith in the infallibility of God's dealings. 

Along with many others about that time, he thought there 
was great profit to be inside in the manufacture of silk. 
Accordingly he planted large numbers of Morus Multicaulus (Mul- 
berry) trees, erected an up-to-date cocoonery, laid in a supply 
of silk worms or eggs and all the necessary appurtenances and 
in due time had his worms making silk. After spending large sums 
of money, much time and labor, he was able to give about one silk 
handkerchief to each member of his family. The enterprise was a 
failure and he abandoned it with a loss of about $20,000. 

In 1845, his five daughters and one son having preceded him 
he and his wife, left Virginia and went to Mississippi, where 
they resided with their daughter, Mrs. Elizabeth Cornelia Wood- 
son, at Red Banks. 

His wife died, July 20, 1846, and is buried in the old 
churchyard, about a mile from the "Wigwam." The old church has 
long since been moved away and there is nothing there now but 
the graveyard. 

He went with the family of his son-in-law, John Morton 
Woodson, in the fall of 1855, to Germantown, Tennessee, and 
continued to make his home with them until the beginning of the 
Civil War, when he elected to live with his youngest daughter, 
Mrs. Caroline Matilda Scruggs, in Marshall County, Mississippi.

After her death, he went to DeValis Bluff, Arkansas, and spent 
the remaining years of his life with his daughter, *MRS . 
LAVINIA A. WHEAT, It was here that he died January 20, 1872, 
and is buried in-the city cemetery at DeValls Bluff. 

The following notice of his death is taken from the news- 
paper published at that place, 

"Died at the residence of his son-in-law, COL. PAT H. WHEAT, 
DeVallis Bluff, Arkansas, on the 20th of January, 1872, THOMAS H. 
WALTON, who was born October 31, 1774, in Cumberland County, 
Virginia. 

Mr. Walton was a devoted Christian; all who knew him re- 
Sspected him for his many Christian virtues and his true piety. 

He died as he had lived, firmly relying on the saving grace of 
his Savior, Jesus Christ, looking forward with anxiety, yet not 
impatiently, to the day of his dissolution. He was a consistent 
member of the old school Presbyterian Church, and an elder in the 
same for more than forty years. He was a man of more than or- 
dinary intellect, and retained his mental faculties unimpaired 

to the last. He was an agreeable companion to the day of his 
death. Possessing, as he did, more than ordinary conversational 
powers, he was not only interesting but entertaining. 

Of ten children only three remain to mourn his departure. 

He was, perhaps, the oldest Mason in America, having been raised 
to the sublime degree of Master Mason in 1796, in St. John's 
Lodge, Richmond, Virginia. He was elected and served as master 
of Cartersville Lodge, fourteen consecutive years-an honor rarely 
conferred on anyone. Mourn not for him. Our loss is his gain."

"THOMAS H. WALTON, born (31) Thirty-first day October (1774) 
seventeen hundred, seventy-four. This written 17th October 1870, 
consequently will be 96 years old at the end of this month, and 
will enter his 97th year. 

Afterwards he added these words:-"And God has spared him 
until 3lst October 1870. Let Him be praised for his goodness.

LAVINIA ANN WwaLTon®, was born 10 March 1825, at her father's 
home, Pleasant Grove, in Cumberland County, Virginia. She was 
reared and educated at home under private teachers employed by 
her father. 

In 1844, she went with her sisters and brother-in-law, John 
Morton Woodson, to Marshall County, Mississippi. She lived with 
them nearly a year on the Boardman place, some nine miles south 
of Holly Springs, and was there married 11 September 1845, to 
PAT H. WHEAT of that town. They settled on a farm a few miles 
away and lived there until 1853, when they sold out and moved 
to DeVall's Bluff, Arkansas. There was no railroad in that part 
of the country then, and steamboating on the Arkansas River was 
very uncerain. So Mr. Wheat established a wagon train from 
DeVall's Bluff on the White River to Little Rock on the Arkansas 
River, which for a number of years was the only means of trans- 
portation from DeValls Bluff to the western country. This enter- 
prise was exceedingly profitable as he used his and his wife's 
negroes for teamsters,. 

When the Civil War came on he promptly entered the service 
of the Confederate States, as Captain of a cavalry company in 
the Trans-Mississippi Department. At the close of the war he 
held the rank of lieutenant-colonel of his regiment. COL. WHEAT, 
was a Mason of high degree and was, perhaps, as widely known and 
as highly esteemed as any man in the state of Arkansas. 

His wife was a gentle, Christian woman and exerted over him 
a powerful influence for good. All who knew her, from the lowliest 
to the highest, loved her for her sweet consecrated Christian 
life; and her influence lives to this day. She died 6 March 1872, 
at her home in DeValls Bluff, Arkansas, surrounded by sorrowing 
friends and neighbors. She was survived by her husband and her 
only living son, PATRICK HENRY WHEAT JR. Her aged father had 
died at her house only six weeks before. 

COLONEL WHEAT, was married a second, to Mrs. Reynolds, a 
widow, and moved to Lonoke, Arkansas. She only lived a few 
years and he was married, third, to Miss Lou Boone of Lonoke, 
who proved to be a blessing to him in his declining years. He 
died 15 June 1910, at his home in Lonoke, Arkansas and was buried 
in the City Cemeterywith Masonic Honors. On that occasion every 
business house in the city was closed and almost the entire 
population attended the funeral,

He was vice-president of the Bank of 
Central Arkansas, was secretary of the school board for 
twelve years, was master of Lonoke Lodge, No. 51, F&A, M., 
for seven years; high priest of Lonoke Chapter, No. 31, for 
nine years; also a member of Alamin Temple Ancient Arabic 
Order Noble Mystic Shrine, Little Rock, Arkansas, member of 
Hugh De Payens Commandery, Knights Templars, Little Rock, 
Arkansas.
